The 5,000-word prepared statement by the treasury head 
made no mention of the ?4, 000,000, 000 tax reduction bill 
passed overwhelmingly by the house despite administration 
opposition. The bill is now awaiting senate action. Nor did 
Snyder's statement say whether President Truman might 
veto this tax cut bill if it reaches him.

Chase started' In organlied base- 
ball in 1903 with Victoria ot the old 
Northweatem league aniVthe next 
year broke Into the Pacific Coast 
leaguf with Los Angeles.

With the Yankees, Chase waa the 
most agile, quick-thinking first 
sacker baseball had ever produced.

Therefore our renewed etforts 
muit aim to show them In graphic 
form the extent of this help, where 
It's comlne from and how It in to be 
paid with exports abroad of Ger- 
man products," 

Bhorlage Severe 
Clay said the food shortase In 
the British- American zones would 
remain severe for several wertcs, but 
pointed out that the schedule of 
shipments from America had 
caused a marked Improvement. 

Clny added that under the urging 
ot military Kovcmtncnt authorities 
Oerman food collections from Ba- 
varian farmers had Improved a 
great deal.

Trials Reveal 
Seeding May 
Return Range 

SPOKANE, May 14 Thousands 
of acres of abandoned wheat land 
In the northwest can be trmnslonned 
Into highly productive range by 
proper reseedlng. the Idaho agricul' 
tural experiment station has dc' 
cided.. 



Tests on .reseedlng- procedures al 
the AtMfdeen branch station dem- 
'onstrated how range can be njuv 
enated specifically In the vast range- 
lands of southern Idaho.' 

Three research men concluded 
that properly seeded range can pro- 
duce SO pounds of meat per acre, 
compared with 10 pounds on imlm- 
p roved range. 

Celt lUe to tl.« 

The Increase, they report, can be 
obtained at a cost of only 6S cents 
to 11.60 an acre, plus se«l. 

These conclusions apply spc- 
cltlcally to untorested areas In 
southern Idaho where rainfall is 
more than eight Inches a year, 
where the ranch Includes land which 
once was cropped or can be plowed, 
and where ranchers need more late 
spring or summer grailng. 

Three wheatgrasses proved equally 
productive In the tests, once they 
were properly established, the re- 
search men report. 

DroDgbt Hardy 

Crested wheatgrass can be most 
quickly established. Is draught 
hardy and provides the best gracing 
In spring and fall. 

Improved native bunchgrass, the 
old prairie grass of^ the northwest. 
Is resistant to most common dis- 
eases, fits In after crested wheat 
nicely for late spring and early tall 
grazing, and provides excellent 
stands of winter hay. 

Tall wheatgrass. a new Imporlallon 
from Russia, fills the northwest'.^ 
great need for green (ced In the dry 
summer season, remaining green, 
moist and palatable for three to 
sU wcetu longer than native range 
grasses.
